COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  WHEAT,  FLOUR,  AND  OTHER 
WHEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  wheat,  wheat  flour,  and  other  wheat  food  products,  exclusive  of  retail  stock=  hut  including  quantities  in 
transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  45,170,365  bushels  of  wheat.  Of  this  amount 
12,368,971  bushels  was  in  the  form  of  unmilled  wheat,  and  the  remainder,  or  the  equivalent  of  30,679,033  bushels  (estimated),  in  the  form 
of  wheat  flour  and  other  wheat  food  products.  The  latter  quantity  was  represented  by  4,286,459  barrels  of  white  wheat-flour;  412,711 
barrels  of  wbole-wheat  and  graham  flour;  60,451,121  pounds  of  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products,  such  as  wheat  breakfast  foods,  maca- 
roni, and  spaghetti;  and  47,012,000  pounds  of  bakery  products.  These  figures  represent  stocks  actually  reported  as  on  hand,  together 
with  quantities  in  transit  from  the  reporting  firms  on  the  date  of  the  Survey. 

The  figures  for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity  which  you 
have  recently  shipped  and  which  you  believe  has  not  yet  been  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  consignee."  The  quantities  of  these  com- 
modities thus  reported  as  in  transit  were  as  follows:  Wheat,  2,122,361  bushels;  white  wheat-flour,  1,619,997  barrels;  whole-wheat  and 
graham  flour,  8,117  barrels;    miscellaneous  wheat  food  products,  5,673,619  pounds;    bakery  products,  6,013,612  pounds. 

Reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for  July  1,  1918,  are  in  process  of  tabulation.  Some  idea  of  the  importance 
of  the  retail  stocks,  as  compared  with  the  other  commercial  stocks,  may  be  obtained  from  the  data  gathered  in  the  Survey  of  January  1, 
1918.  On  that  date  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retailers  represented  the  following  percentages  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  the  com- 
modities here  considered:  Wheat,  4.3  per  cent;  white  wheat-flour,  38.6  per  cent;  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour,  56.6  per  cent;  miscella- 
neous wheat  food  products,  33.7  per  cent;   bakery  products,  40.9  per  cent. 

In  the  case  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  and  bakery  products,  the  stocks  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  showed  increases  of  6.0  per 
cent  and  6.1  per  cent,  respectively,  over  the  stocks  of  these  commodities  held  by  the  same  firms  on  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  of  wheat, 
white  wheat-flour,  and  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  decided  decreases,  as  compared  with  those  on  hand 
a  year  ago,  the  holdings  of  these  commodities  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  being  equal  to  the  following  percentages  of  the  corresponding  stocks 
on  hand  July  1,  1917:    Wheat,  37.1  per  cent;   white  wheat-flour,  50.4  per  sso&;   and  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products,  89.1  per  cent. 


COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF  WHEAT 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  wheat,  together  with  the  quantities  in 
transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  grain 
mills,  elevators  and  warehouses,  wholesale  grain  dealers,  and  a 
miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  amounted  to  14,491,332  bushels, 
of  which  12,368,971  bushels  represented  stocks  on  hand,  and 
2,122,361  bushels  represented  quantities  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks 
reported  as  on  hand,  the  grain  mills  held  57.0  per  cent;  the  elevators 
and  warehouses,  29.2  per  cent;  the  wholesale  grain  dealers,  8.8 
per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  5.0  per  cent. 
The  stocks  actually  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  classes  of  dealers 
above  enumerated  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1,  and  the 
quantities  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative 
importance  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  several  classes  is  indicated 
by  Diagram  1. 

The  number  of  schedules  upon  which  the  figures  in  this  report 
are  based  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in  Table  2.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  wheat  reported  in  the 
Survey  is  shown  in  Table  3.  The  states  of  the  West  North  Central 
division,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  more  than  40  per  cent  of  the 
stocks  of  wheat  on  hand.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked 
second  in  stocks  reported,  the  Pacific  division  third,  and  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division  fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  Minnesota 
far  outranked  all  others,  approximately  one-third  of  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  United  States  being  found  in  this  state.  California 
ranked  second  on  the  list,  New  York  third,  and  Ohio  fourth.  The 
quantities  of  wheat  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  3,  while  the  stocks 
on  hand  as  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  2.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  91  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  1,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  4.  These  figures  indicate  a  very  material  decrease  in  stocks 
on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as  compared  with  the  stocks 
of  one  year  earlier.  In  the  case  of  elevators  and  warehouses  the 
stocks  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  were  only  19.4  per  cent  of  the 
stocks  on  hand  one  year  earlier.  The  grain  mills  and  the  whole- 
sale grain  dealers,  however,  reported  stocks  equivalent  to  60.5  per 
cent  and  49.9  per  cent,  respectively,  of  those  held  by  them  on 
July  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  equal  to  37.1  per  cent  of  those  held  by  the  same  concerns  on 
July  1,  1917.  The  relative  quantities  reported  for  the  two  dates 
mentioned  are  shown  graphically,  by  classes  of  concerns,  omitting 
the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  3.

The  commercial  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Survey  of  July  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  5,906,456  barrels.  Of  this  amount,  4,286,459  barrels 
constituted  the  stocks  on  hand,  while  1,619,997  barrels  were  reported 
as  in  transit.  These  figures  represent  the  white  wheat-flour  reported 
by  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as 
on  hand  the  grain  mills  held  22.3  per  cent;  the  elevators  and  ware- 
houses, 24.3  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  21.0  per  cent;  the 
bakers,  27.9  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  4.5 
per  cent.  These  stocks  are  given,  by  classes  of  business  concerns, 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  while  the  relative  quantities  reported 
by  the  different  classes  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  4. 
The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given,  by  classes  of  business, 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  5. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  white  wheat- 
flour  is  shown,  by  classes  of  firms,  in  Table  6.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour  reported  as  on  hand  by  the 
different  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  7.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  alone 
reported  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  stocks  on  hand.  The 
East  North  Central  division  ranked  second  in  stocks  reported,  and 
the  West  North  Central  division  third.  Among  the  individual 
states,  New  York  ranked  first,  approximately  one-fifth  of  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  entire  country  being  located  in  this  state.  Pennsyl- 
vania ranked  second  in  stocks  of  white  wheat-flour  reported,  Cali- 
fornia third,  Illinois  fourth,  Ohio  fifth,  and  Massachusetts  sixth. 
The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  7,  and  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  5.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  five-sixths  of  the  reports  received,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are 
given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  5.  All  the  classes  of  concerns 
whose  stocks  are  covered  by  this  report  showed  a  decided  decrease 
in  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as  compared  with 
similar  stocks  one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  of  white  wheat- 
flour  reported  as  on  hand  July  1,  1918,  were  equal  to  50.4  per  cent 
of  those  held  by  the  same  concerns  on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative 
quantities  held  on  the  two  dates  are  represented  in  graphic  form 
in  Diagram  6  for  grain  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses,  wholesale 
dealers,  and  bakers.  Comparative  figures  for  the  stocks  of  white 
wheat-flour  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  and  one  year  earlier  are 
given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  8.

The  commercial  stocks  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  reported 
for  July  1,  1918,  by  all  classes  of  commercial  concerns  except  retail 
dealers,  amounted  to  420,828  barrels,  of  which  412,711  barrels  were 
stocks  on  hand  and  8,117  barrels  quantities  in  transit.  The  stocks 
on  hand  were  divided  among  the  classes  of  business  concerns  report- 
ing as  follows:  Grain  mills,  6.0  per  cent;  elevators  and  warehouses, 
37.5  per  cent;  wholesale  dealers,  29.0  per  cent;  bakers,  18.3  per 
cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  9.2  per  cent.  The  stocks 
actually  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  firms  are  shown  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  9,  and  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  in 
the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several 
classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  upon  which  the  figures  in  this  report 
are  based  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  10.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  reported  as  on  hand 
July  1,  1918,  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table 
11.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported 
more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  for  the  country.  Among  the 
individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first  in  quantity  reported, 
Georgia  second,  Texas  third,  Massachusetts  fourth,  and  Illinois 
fifth.  The  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  8. 
The  quantities  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  reported  as  in 
transit  on  July  1,  1918,  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  11.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Approximately  seven-tenths  of  the  returns  for  whole-wheat  and 
graham  flour  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  returns  are  given 
by  classes  of  business  in  Table  9,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  12.  These  figures  indicate  that,  except  for  the 
miscellaneous  group,  the  stocks  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour 
held  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns  on  July  1,  1918,  were 
somewhat  larger  than  those  held  on  July  1,  1917.  The  increase 
in  stocks  on  hand  was  especially  marked  in  the  case  of  the  elevators 
and  warehouses.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  were  6.0  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  hand  one  year 
earlier.  The  stocks  of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  on  hand 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  and  on  July  1,  1917,  are  represented  in 
graphic  form  for  grain  mills,  elevators  and  warehouses,  wholesale 
dealers,  and  bakers  in  Diagram  9.

The  commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products, 
including  wheat  breakfast  foods,  macaroni,  spaghetti,  etc.,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  for  July  1,  1918,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  amounted  to  66,124,740  pounds,  comprising 
60,451,121  pounds  on  hand  and  5,673,619  pounds  in  transit.  These 
figures  include  the  quantities  reported  by  manufacturers,  ware- 
houses, wholesale  dealers,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  not 
including  retail  dealers.  Of  the  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand, 
the  manufacturers  held  25.8  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  7.8  per 
cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  62.3  per  cent;  and  the  miscellaneous 
group  of  firms,  4.1  per  cent.  The  stocks  actually  reported  by  each 
of  these  classes  of  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13, 
and  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The 
relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several  classes  are  shown  in 
graphic  form  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  schedules  upon  which  the  figures  in  this  report 
are  based  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  14.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  miscel- 
laneous food  products,  exclusive  of  retail  stocks,  is  shown  in  Table 
15.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first 
in  stocks  reported,  the  East  North  Central  division  second,  and  the 
West  North  Central  division  third.  Turning  to  the  figures  for 
individual  states,  it  will  be  found  that  New  York  ranked  first, 
Pennsylvania  second,  and  Illinois  third,  New  York  alone  showing 
more  than  one-sixth  of  the  total  stocks  reported  for  the  entire 
country.  The  stocks  of  miscellaneous  wheat  food  products  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  graphically 
in  Diagram  11.  The  quantities  of  this  commodity  reported  as  in 
transit  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  15.

About  seven-eights  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
*ave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  schedules  are  given  by 
lasses  of  business  in  Table  13,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
tates  in  Table  16.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  holdings  of 
he  warehouses  and  the  wholesale  dealers  were  slightly  larger  on 


the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  one  year  earlier.  The  stocks 
of  the  manufacturers,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  marked  decrease 
for  July  1,  1918,  as  compared  with  those  held  by  the  same  firms 
on  July  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  of  miscellaneous  wheat  food 
products  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  equal  to  89.1  per  cent  of 
those  on  July  1,  1917.  The  comparative  holdings  on  the  two 
dates  are  represented  in  graphic  form  for  manufacturers,  ware- 
houses, and  wholesale  dealers  in  Diagram  12.

The  total  stocks  of  bakery  products  in  commercial  channels, 
exclusive  of  retail  stocks,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  amounted  to  53,025,612  pounds.  Of  this  amount  47,012,000 
pounds  were  reported  as  stocks  on  hand  and  6,013,612  pounds  as 
in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey,  the  bakers  held  84.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  11.9 
per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  3.7  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns  are 
shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  and  the  quantities  in  transit 
in  the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several 
classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  bakery  products  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  Table  19.  These 
figures  indicate  that  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  quantity  of 
bakery  products  held  by  the  classes  of  firms  here  considered  was 
reported  from  the  Pacific  division.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division 
ranked  second,  the  East  North  Central  division  third,  and  the 
West  North  Central  division  fourth.  The  figures  for  the  individual 
states  indicate  that  California  alone  reported  more  than  one-fourth 
of  the  total  stocks  of  bakery  products  here  considered.  The  state 
of  New  York  ranked  second  on  the  list,  with  Massachusetts  third, 
and  Pennsylvania  fourth.  The  stocks  of  bakery  products  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  14  The  quantities  in  transit  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
column  of  Table  19.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  17,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  20.  These  figures  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  the  commercial 
stocks  of  bakery  products  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as  compared 
with  July  1,  1917,  the  total  stocks  on  the  date  cf  the  Survey  being 
6.1  per  cent  larger  than  these  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year 
earlier.  The  comparative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  represented 
in  graphic  form  for  bakers  and  wholesale  dealers  in  Diagram  15.
